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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1, 5, and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Dubeta U.S. Patent 6,743,107. 

Dubeta disclosed a narrow inlet slide section (312) having opposite sidewalls 
defining a first narrow, downhill path from a high elevation (304) at a first end portion to 
a lower elevation (318) at a second end thereof, the inlet slide section having a rider 
entrance (304) at its first end portion at the high elevation; an elongated exit slide (342) 
having a slide surface separate and distinct from the inlet slide section from a high 
elevation (350) at a first end thereof, the exit slide having a rider entrance (352) 
opening, the exit slide being much wider than the narrow inlet slide section, the inlet 
side section second end portion (318) communicating through the exit slide entrance 
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opening, the inlet slide section and exit slide being constructed and arranged relatively 
such that a rider is introduced at an angle to the length of the exit slide and through the 
exit slide entrance opening from the narrow inlet slide section onto the wider exit slide 
for sliding of the rider (310) along an upward extending portion (350) of the exit slide for 
deceleration of the rider followed by travel of the rider downward (353) along the exit 
slide, the inlet slide section is angled relative to the length of the exit slide and arranged 
such that a rider is introduced onto the exit slide at a location between the exit slide first 
and second end portions and toward the first end portion for allowing twists and turns of 
a rider after being propelled out of the narrow inlet slide section as shown in Figs. 16- 
23.
